TO DRENCH ODESSA IN BLOOD. 


Kaulibars's Threat If Any of the Reac- 
tlonary League Are Slain. 


ODESSA, Sept. 26.—Replying to a depu- 
tation of municipal officials yesterday 
who complained of the violence daily 
committed by members of the reactionary 
League of the Russian People against 
peaceful citizens, Jews and Christians 
alike, Gov. Gen. Kaulbars said he doubted 
whether it was possible or even desirable 
to attempt to suppress the “‘ exasperation 
of the loyal elements against the revolu- 
tionary students, who are guided exclu- 
sively by Jews.” 

‘**I do not think there will be fresh out- 
breaks,’’ said Gen. Kaulbars, “ but in the 
| event of the assassination of even one 
member of' the League of the Russian 
People Odessa will be inundated in blood.”

DUE TO TAFT’S ULTIMATUM 


He Threatened Military Rule In Cuba 
—Insurgents Refuse to Lay 
Down Arms. 


| HAVANA, Sept. 26.—The Moderates 
| have agreed to appoint a committee to 
negotiate terms of peace with a commit- 
tee of the rebels and Liberals, leaving all 
points upon which no agreement 1s 
reached to the arbitration of the Amert- 
can Commissioners. The Moderates have 
abandoned a condition they at first in- 
sisted on, that the rebels must lay down 
their arms before negotiations could 
commence. 

It is tacitly understood by the commit- 
tees of the two parties that unless an 
agreement is reached this week armed 
intervention will ensue. The Moderates 
declare that the appointment of a com- 
mittee to negotiate with the Liberals does 
not mean the conceding of new elections. 
The general disposition to get together is 
strong. : 

The negotiations are to be without ref- 
erence to the terms previously proposed. 

It has been agreed that at the extraor- 
dinars session of Congress called for Fri- 
day the resignation of President Palma 
shall be tabled pending these negotiations, 
with the hope of obviating the necessity 
of leaving his office. 

It was an ultimatum issued by Messrs. 


Taft and Bacon that brought the Mod- 
erates to agree to these conciliatory 
plans. Describinig the situation, Secretary 
Taft said to-night: 

“The Moderates yesterday determined 
ito force American Intervention by the res- 
ignation of Government officers, thus 
leaving affairs In our hands. President 
Palma chose to regard our suggestions as 
a demand, and he rejected them emphat- 
ically. 

“To-day we acquainted Alfredo Zayas, 
the Liberal leader, with the situation, and 
he undertook to induce his associates to 
consent to the original proposition of the 
Moderates, namely, that the insurgents 
lay down their arms and submit the en- 
tire controversy to the American Commis- 
sion. The rebel commanders and men in 
the field, however, suspected insincerity 
on the part of the Government and de- 
clined. The negro insurgents especially 
insisted on retaining their arms until 
peace was assured. Sefior Zayas‘'s report 
is indicative of future trouble with the 
lawless element of the rebels. ’ 

“I feel certain that a settlement of the 
trouble is possible only along the lines 
suggested by us. After an exhaustive in- 
vestigation we informed both the Mod- 
eretes and the Liberals that unless they 
were willing to listen to reason the United 
States must enforce a settlement. I told 
the mthat a proclamation would be issued 
establishing a military government in the 
islands, but that this would continue only 
50 long a8 was necessarw to restore order 
and insure the holding of a new and fair 
general election. I made it plain that this 
military government would surrender the 
conduct of affairs to the persons fairly 
elected as soon as they could establish 
themselves.” 

This ultimatum fas received by Sefiors 
Mendez Capote and Dolz for the Moder- 
ates and Sefior Zayas for the Liberals 
and insurgents.

| HARRISBURG, Penn., Sept. 26.—An of- 
| ficial statement showing the cost of the

Asked to-night why it had been decided 
to send Federal forces to Cuba, Secretary 
Taft said this was in anticipation of 
probable trouble. Continuing, he declared 
that, if necessary, landings would be 
made not only at Havana and Cienfue- 
gos, but at other points, in order to police 
the entire island. 

Mr. Taft said his impression was that 
“we are much nearer a solution of the 
trouble to-night than we were last night.” 

A meeting of the Moderate National As- 
sembly was hastily called this afternoon 
to decide whether some way could not yet 
be devised 10 restore peace in Cuba with- 
out the threatened American intervention. 

The meeting was held at the residence 
of Befior Dolz, President of the Senate. 
More than sixty persons were present. 
They included Vice President Mendez Ca- 
pote, nearly all the members of the Cabi- 
net, and almort all the leading Senators 
and Representatives, representing nearly 
every part of the island. Many officers 
of the Rural Guard were present In uni- 
form. 

No sooner had the meeting assembled 
than the pent-up indignation against the 
American Peace Commissioners broke 
forth. Several men began in loud voices 
and at the same time to condemn Sec- 
retary of War Taft and Acting Secretary 
of State Bacon, who were declared to 

|} have shown partiality {in backing the 
rebels and discriminating against the 
| Moderate side of the controversy. The 
epeakers shouted denunciations of the 
American Government, and hotly insisted 
that the Moderate Party should appeal 
to the powers of the world for protection 
against the usurpation of the sovereignty 
of Cuba by the United States. It was 
declared that -the Government forces 
should® fight to the death rather than 
submit to the terms insisted upon by the 


Several speakers even sald that they 
would prefer Germany or Great Britain in 
Cuba to the United States. 

This ebullition of frenzy subsided after 
an hour and a half, and the meeting then 
settled down to a consideration of the 
question whether it were not possible to 
reopen the negotiations with the Peace 
Commissioners. The one point upon which 
the meeting was unanimous was that the 
cardinal condition of the reopening of ne- 
gotiations should be that the Commis- 
sioners require the rebels to lay down 
their arms before proceeding to negotiate. 
After a brief debate, ‘in which no differ- 
ence of importance was shown, It was 
agreed that Acting Secretary of the In- 
terior Montalvo should visit the American 
Commissioners and acquaint them with 
the party’s insistence on this condition. 

Sefior Montalvo proceeded to the Ameri- 
can Legation and submitted this condition 
to Messrs. Taft and Bacon, adding that if 
the proposition were not acceptable to 
them the Government forces would refuse 
to lay down their arms or deliver them 
either to the rebels or the Commissioners. 
He reminded Secretary Taft that the 
Commissioners came to Cuba simply as 
mediators for the pacification of the isl- 
and and that the steps taken to this end 
by the Commissioners should be bounded 
by the provisions of the Cuban Constitu- 
tion. 

The solution proposed by the Commis- 
sioners, Sefior Montalvo asserted, was 
conducive not to peace, but to war, as it 
offered incentives to further revolution as 
@ result of the victory which the revolu- 
tionists would obtain through the action 
of the Commissioners. Sefior Montalvo 
concluded with these words: 

“Only on a basis of law and justice can 
the Moderates continue treating for 
peace.”’ 

In the meanwhile Sefior Dolz had been 
Sent for by Secretary Taft. He appeared 
at the American Legation and made the 
following proposition, requesting the opin- 
ion of the Commissioners thereon: That 
both sides appoint committees of six to 
treat for peace, but with the prior condi- 
tion that the rebels lay down their arms. 

Secretary Taft approved of this plan, 
but said it was unfair to make the rebels 
lay down their arms before the accept- 
ance by both parties of a formal agree- 
ment to abide by the terms of the ulti- 
mate decision, Sefior Dolz returned to the 
Assembly and reported the result of his 
efforts. 

During the absence of Sefiors Montalvo 
and Dolz the Assembly took a recess, dur- 
ing which Vice President Mendez-Capote 
said to The Associated Press: 

“It is utterly impossible for us to re- 
open negotiations with the Peace Com- 
missioners unless they compel the rebels 
to lay down their arms. The American 
Commissioners have shown marked par- 
tiality. They have not regarded these 
men ag rebels, but have simply treated 
with them as an armed force in the 
field. Never before has the Americanh 
Government treated with rebels. It was 
not done under the McKinley Adminis- 
tration in the previous Cuban revolution. 
It looks much as though the American 
warships were here for the purpusy of 
backing up the rebel cause, 

“The American Navy, however, is not 
the only one. Other nations also have 
large interests in Cuba, and it would be 
easier for us to cause the intervention of 
some other Government than that of the 
United States. What an easy thing it 
would be for us to destroy the property 
of British or German subjects, and how 
quickly we would see here the warships 
of these nations. Wemay not be the most 
enlightened people in the world, but we 
are not fools." 

At the resumption of the meeting, and 
after hearing and hastily discussing the 
views of Secretary Taft, the Assembly 
receded from its previous contention that 
the rebels must lay down their arms be- 
fore negotiations could be reopened, and 
the Moderates resolved to notify Secre- 
tary Taft that they would appoint a com- 
mittee of six to meet a similar committee 
from the Liberals to negotiate peace 
terms, leaving all points upon which no 
agreement was reached to the arbitra- 
tion of the American Commissioners. The 
Assembly directed that Secretary Taft 
be requested to notify the Lib®eals of this 
action of the Moderates, to arrange for 
the appointment of a similar committee 
by the Liberals, and to fix a time and 
place of meeting. 

A committee of Spanish merchants vis- 
ited the Assembly during its session and 
recommended Gen. Bartolomeo Masso for 
the Presidency in the event of the accept- 
ance of Palma's resignation. 

The following is the text of President 
Palma’s letter of yesterday to the Ameri- 
can Peace Commissioners announcing 


that he intended to resign the Presidency 
—_ refusing the peace terms offered to 

im: 

Honorable Sirs: I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your note of yesterday, the 
24th, in which you express in a general way 
your opinions and points of view, according to 
your own personal investigation, of the cause 
of the present rebellion in Cuba, its state, and 
the means to finish it, in order to re-establish 
peace and order and public quiet In the coun- 


try. 

¥ could raise some objections, and prove 
them, to your estimate of the numbers of the 
armed insurgents and the sympathy to which 
you consider them entlled, But it is useless 
now to enter upon a @iscussion of this kind. 
in view of the course you have adopted and 
your resolution to make peace by all means. 

It is, therefore, my only purpose in courteous- 
ly replying to your note, to repeat here, in 
brief, what 1 expreased in the conference you 
xindly had with me last night, mely, that I 
consider the conditions you understand to be 
necessary for the rebels to lay down their 
arms contrary to my personal dignity and the 
prestige of the Government over which I pre- 
side, and that I have accordingly taken the 
‘rrevocable decision to present to Congress my 
resignation of the office to which I was ap- 
yointed by the will of the Cuban people at the 
fast Presidential elections. 

It was rumored this morning that the 
Government was notifying all the South 
and Central American Governments that 
the Cuban Repebiie was being treated 
most unjustly by the United States, and 
desired the Latin-American republics unit- 
ay to protest. 

A committee of American ttlemen 
from Sancti Spiritus visited Secretaries 
Taft and Bacon to-day. They said they 
represented interests which were entitled 
to a stable government, or, in default 
thereof, to American ‘ntervention. Mr. 
Bacon replied: 

“ We have no idea what the future form 
of government will. be. What we are 
working on now is a@ solution which will

HEARST MONEY SCARCE 


Betting on. the Result Begins in 
Financial District. 


1 TO 3 ASKED FOR IN VAIN 


Some Bettors Prefer to Wager Merely 
That Mr. Hearst Will Not 
Be Elected. 


When it became certain that the Re- 
publican nomination would go to Hughes 
betting began in the financial district in 
earnest yesterday with odds prevailing at 
2 to 1 that the insurance interrogator 
would be elected. Other bets, at the same 
odds, took the form that Hearst would 
not be elected. 

A. Sartorius, a Consolidated Exchange 
member, who announced Tuesday that he 
had a commission of $1,000 to $500 to place 
on these terms, had an early taker in the 
person of Mr. Hearst's financial editor, 
Thomas C, Shotwell. Mr. Shotwell said he 
was putting the money up for a friend. 

Before the close of the Exchange it was 
said that Broker Sartorius had placed 
$5,000 at 2 to 1 that Hearst would not be 
elected. 

On the curb the odds of 2 to 1 failed to 
find many willing to take the Hearst end 
of the betting. There were several offers 
of Hearst money at 1 to 8, which were 
not taken. Goldfinger & Co., after offer- 
ing $500 to $1,250 that Hearst would be 
the next Governor, without takers, closed 
with B, A. Sichel & Co. at 2 to 1. 

Hearst bettors were shy at the opening 
of the betting, and they became more cau- 
tious after it became certain that the Buf- 
falo nominee would have to beat Mr. 
Hughes to win. Hearst money was very 
hari to find. One lot of $5,000 
Hearst money was offered, accord- 
ing to an announcement sent out 
over the news ticker by Fred H. 
Brooks of 7 Wall Street. Brokers with 
money to place on the other side said they 
had looked for Mr. Brooks without suc- 
cess. He formerly had an office with 
Seligsberg & Co, at 7 Wall Street, and 
after a number of inquirers had called 
there the following notice was sent out 
by the news ticket which had announced 
the Brooks offer: ; 


Seligsberg & Co. of 7 Wall Street announce 
that Fred H. Brooks is not in any way con- 
nected with their firm, nor has he any office 
with them. 


The largest wager reported was one of 
$5,000 to $10,000 between W. W. Bagley 
and lL. M. Anderson. The Hearst side of 
the bet was Bagley’s. Late in the day 
the following offers were sent out over 
the ticker: 

“Harry Content offers to wager $2,000 
to $1,000 that Hughes will be elected. On 
the Broad Street curb Paul Stamm offers 
to wager $10,000 to $5,000 in $1,000 lots 
that Hearst will be defeated. Washington 
Content offers $8,000 to $4,000 in the same 
way. There are several small wagers 
offered at §250 to $500 that Hearst will be 
elected.”

CAGAYAN VALLEY DEVASTATED 


Four Towns Wiped Out by a Typhoon 
Sept. 18—Cropsa Destroyed. 


MANILA, Sept. 26—The Cagayan Val- 
ley, in the northern part of the Island of 
Luzon, was devastated by a typhoon Sept. 
18 Barrios, Gallaran, Amlung, and Bag- 
gao were totally destroyed, and four other 
towns were badly damaged. Cagayan is 
the principal tobacco section of the island, 
and the crops were practically destroyed. 
No estimate has been made of the amount 
of damage done, but the loss of life is 
known to have been slight.

NOT ON HEARST LINES 


Declares Against State Interfer- 
ence in Private Industry. 


TELLS EVILS OF SOCIALISM: 


Favors Governmental Supervision of | 
Public Service Corporations, How- 
ever—Attack on Jerome, 


' 

BUFFALO, Sept. 26.—The text of the 
platform adopted by the Democratic State 
Convention is as follows: 

“The Democracy of New York, in State 
Convention assembled, reaffirms its at-} 
tachment to the fundamental Democratic 
principles on which this Republic of liberty | 
and of law has rested in complete secur- ! 
ity and unparalleled prosperity for a cen- 
tury and a quarter. 

“At this time when the authority of 
Democracy is invoked to defend plunder 
of the masses by a few rich men through ; 
Partial laws on one hand and on the other 
to justify many extravagant and revolu- | 
tionary proposals which if adopted must 
inevitably produce worse disasters than | 
the abuses they seek to cure, we deem it 
eminently fitting to declare that the whole | 
Democratic principle is embraced in the 
injunction laid on the first man—that in 
the sweat of their brows he and all his 
posterity must eat their bread. Democ- 
racy, we hold, is but the application of 
this principle to. political institutions 
through the organizations of Government! 
for the purpose of assuring every man the 
right to eat undisturbed all the bread pro- 
duced in the sweat of his brow—peaceable 
possession of everything created by his 
labor; and of preventing any man from 
eating one crumb produced in the sweat 
of another man’s brow—from seizing a/| 
single thing produced by the labor of an- | 
other man’s hands. | 

“We affirm that all the evils which} 
affect the body politic to-day flow direct- 
ly from violations of this fundamenta! | 
principle. Exactions of great combina- 
tions of trusts under cover of high protec- | 
tive tariffs; excessive rates exacted by | 
corporations operating public franchises; | 
plunder of policy holders by- officers of | 
insurance companies, and of stockholders 
by managers of industrial corporations; | 


corruption in public office by which reve- 
nues of Government are diverted from the 
service of the people to the pockets of | 
their servants, and the sources of justice | 
polluted, are all schemes of some men to 
eat their bread in the sweat of other | 








men’s brows, by diverting property from | 
hands that create it to hands that covet it. 

“We affirm it to be as much the su- 
preme duty of Government to prevent any 
man from taking by violence, fraudulent 
device, or legislative favor one dollar—or 
its equivalent—produced by the labor of 
another man, as it is to protect every man 
in the enjoyment of all the property, how- 
ever extensive, produced by his own labor. 


Denounce High Protection. 


“We therefore denounce Republican ! 
high protection, which enables a few to} 
plunder the whole body of their fellow- 
citizens, by charging extortionate prices | 
for the necessaries of life and the essen- | 


tials of industry. 
“Where plunder of the people, or any 


part of them is perpetuated in violation | 
of law, we denounce the incapacity or | 
uption of all officers who encourage, 

4, or tolerate it, and especially the im- 
becility or connivance of prosecution offi- | 
cers who permit the perpetrators to go 
— or even unchallenged of jus- 


ce. 

“While we believe favoritism in any} 
department of Government must always | 
be a prolific source of oppression and | 
wrong, we hold favoritism, partiality, or 
corruption in the administration of crimi- | 
nal law to be utterly subversive of all 
Government. 

“We denounce the gross partiality | 
which punishes minor offenses. with un-« 
sparing severity while ignoring the com- 
mission of enormous crimes, and we de- 
mand thé immediate prosecution of every 
man, whatever his position or however 
extensive his fortune, who has been shown 
to have misappropriated one dollar in- 
trusted to him from the economies of the |

PP Wwe believe the operation of all banks, 
trust companies, and public service cor- | 
porations should be placed under close and 
constant scrutiny of vigilant public offi- 
cers, and we demand the enactment of 
laws placing the officers of such compa- | 
nies under stricter responsibility for cor- | 
ruption or neglect in the discharge of their | 
duties. 

“If impartial prosecution of all offend- | 
ers cause congestion of business in the!

Socialism Denounced. j 


“We deplore as the most sinister con- | 
sequence of the corruption and graft | 
which degrade our political and industrial 
life, the widespread distrust and discredit 
of Republican Government which they 
have produced and which have led many 
men of undoubted probity and ardent 
patriotism to listen patiently, if not ap- 
provingly, to gee distinctly Soctal- 
istic, which, if adopted, must inevitably | 
wreck the foundation of republican govy- 
ernment and endanger the entire fabric 
of Christian civilization. 

“We hold that the cure for all these 
abuses is not in Socialism, which by 
enormously extending the power of Goy- 
ernment, must aggravate them, but in| 
Democracy, which, by excluding Gov-| 
ernment from any interference whatever 
with private industry, must cure them. 

"While we hold it to be a vital principle 
of Democracy that any interference by 
Government in the field of private in- 
dustry must be vicious, a source of cor- |! 
ruption, and a _bar to prosperity, it is | 
oqmehy a vital Democratic principle that 
within its proper field the authority of 
the Government is absolute, and pc 
should be enforced with unfailing vigor, | 
but always with strict impartiality. ng! 
we believe the whole field of public ser- 
vice is included in the domain of it 
imate authority. 

Public Service Corporations. 

“We hold every enterprise to be a feat- 
ure of the public service which necessar- | 
ily exercises in the course of its operation | 
any power of sovereignty such as the 
power of eminent domain—and therefore 
it must always be subject to control and 
regulation by Government. Railways, tel- } 
egraphs, telephones, the supply of gas and | 
electricity, and every enterprise that may 
use public property to take private prop- 
erty without the consent of the owner, are 
essentially public functions although the 
administration of them is committed to 
corporations organized and operated by 
owners of the private capital embarked 
in them. And when thus administered | 
these corporations are themselves agen- |! 
cies of Government, and therefore always 
subject to its control. 

‘Where the operation of a public fran- 
chise is intrusted to a private agency we 
believe the community is entitled to serv- | 
ice of the very highest efficiency consist- |! 
ent with safety of the capital employed 
in it. We hold it to be the duty of Gov- 
ernment while maintaining absolute se-} 
curity of such property to exact for the| 
people efficient service at reasonable | 
rates; and a reasonable rate, we believe, | 
is the actual cost in every instance of the 
service plus a reasonable profit to the! 
corporation rendering it. 

“Whether a public utility be admin- 
istered by the Government itself or by a} 
private corporation we hold that every'! 
person who uses it must be held to pay 
the cost of the service which he receives. 
and that no man should be compelled by 
taxation or otherwise to bear any part, 
of his neighbors’ expenses for light and 
power, for telephone service, or for trans- 
portation of himself or his goods.

In the other contests up-State the men 
seated were those who were backeg up 
by the county member of the State Com- 
mittee. In fact, all of the contests were 
decided against the anti-Hearstites. The 
throwing down of Mayor McClellan, how- 
ever, was a leading topic of conversation 
in Buffalo to-night, and there were many 
who declared it was due to the fact that 
the Mayor had been badly advised in 
mixing up in the Tammany political row.

Go: a Newspaper in 1886; Now 
Has Nine and Two Magazines. 


ONLY 4 YEARS IN POLITICS 


Personality of the Nominee Is Velled 
in Mystery and Men Widely 
Disagree On It. 


William Randolph Hearst is 43 years old. 
He has been running newspapers since he 
was 23, and for the last four years has 
been running pretty continually for polit- 
ical, office or the nomination for office. 
His political ambition has ranged from a 
seat in the House of Representatives to 
the Presidency of the United States, with 
the Mayoralty of Greater New York and 
the Governorship of the State thrown in 
as incidentals.

Left College for Newspaper. 


W. R. Hearst came naturally by his bent 
for political prominence. His father, the 
late Senator George Hearst, made his 
millions out of the gold fever of '49 and 
was a factor in California politics of his 
day. He put his son in sole command of 
@ political daily as soon as the young 
man’s college course was interrupted. The 
elder Hearst had putchased The San Fran- 
cisco Examiner in 1880. He was then the 
head of the Democracy in the State and 
@ newspaper came in handy. Two years 
later his son entered Harvard, and four 
years after that, when W. R. Hearst had 
already acquired something of a reputa- 
tion from the size and eloquence of his 
cravats, he received from his parent Tne 
Examiner, to be all his own. 

Young Mr, Hearst was editor and pro- 
prietor and working staff also when he 
chose to be, and the-amusement wore so 
well that some ten years later he bought 
the old Morning Journal of this city after 
it had been wandering through a period 
of financial arid editorial depression. 
Straightway things began to happen to 
The Journal which are well known to 
any one wh? has followed the course of 
newspaper affairs in New York. Next 
Chicago was invaded, then Los Angeles, 
and finally staid old Boston. This is the 
extent of the propaganda up to the pres- 
ent writing.

ROMBE, N. Y., Sept. 26—W. R. Hearst 
left New York early this morning, came 
up to Rome, delivered a short “* non-par- 
lisan”’ address, shook hands with the 
crowd, helped open the Oneida County 
Fair by so doing, rode around the grounds, 
| Saw the prize bulls and chickens, boarded 
the Empire State Express again in the 
afternoon and hastened back to New 
York that he might run up to Poughkeep- 
sie to-morrow morning and take part in 
another county fair. 

Mr. Hearst oid not indicate by word of 
mouth or by anything else that anybody 
could notice that he was sure of the Dem- 
ocratic nomination. He was asked several 
times in the course cf the day to say 
something on the manifest situation, but 
he refused to be interviewed. 

When Mr. Hearst changed cars at 
Utica he found D. F. Searle and Dr. T. 
P. Scully waiting for him as a committee 
from Rome. They were assisted during 
the few minutes there by a crowd that 
surged about the Hearst party. That's 
| where the handshaking began, Mr. Hearst 
| got into a little coach of the accommo- 
dation train to Rome, but J. K. O’Connor 
insisted that he get back down on the 
platform and meet some more people. 

At Rome the party was led through 
the cheering crowd at the station to car- 
riages in waiting, and a round through 
| the principal streets of the city was made 
behind a band. Somewhere over in the 
distance there was an occasional boom, 
but it could not be ascertained whether 
lit was a cannon fired in celebration of the 
occasion or a double-barreled shotgun 
fired for more businesslike reasons, 

There were perhaps 10,000 persons on 
the grounds. Around the speaker's stand 
were 2,000 or 3,000. They cheered the

The opposition to Mr. Moran in his own 
party was even less evident in the pri- 
maries held this evening than in those of 
yesterday, and unpledged delegates to the 
State Convention, which will be held in 
this city a week from to-morrow, were 
few. 

The Moran forces went into the pri- 
maries to-night with the pledged support 
of 300 delegates elected last night to 40 
unpledged, but supposed to favor Henry 
M. Whitney. 

In the eastern portion of the State, the 
Moran supporters had everything their 
own way. Moran also swept Springfield, 
Fall River, Lynn, and nearly all the small 
towns. 

In the western part of the State it was 
apparent that Moran leaders had neglect- 


ed to organize, for unpledged delegations

PROHIBITION IN ATLANTA. 


TWO WOMEN HURT BY BLAST. 


Riots Likely to Result In an Election| Flying Rocks Knocked Them Uncon- 


to Abolish the Saloons.

_ATLANTA, Sept. 26.—Atlanta became 
norms! to-day for the first time since Sat- 
urday night. The stand taken by repre- 
sentative citizens for law and order, the 
raiding of the negro settlements, and the 
disarming of the negroes went far to re- 
store public confidence. Business was re- 
sumed in the city to-day as usual. 

The State troops are still here and the 
streets are patrolled in order to avoid all 
chance of a recurrence of Saturday’s out- 
break. The factories started up to-day 
and nearly all had their quota of labor. 
The City Council has resolved to revoke 
all saloon Mcenses and keep the saloons 
closed until Oct. 2. Then licenses will be 
issued to such saloons as have obeyed the 
law. This means the abolition of all sa- 
loons that sell whisky to negroes. The 
opinion is general that the riots will re- 
sult in a prohibition election, which will 
drtve the saloons from the city. 

Judge Pendleton charged the Grand Jury 
to-day to investigate the recent trouble 
and to indict every man concerned. He 
also charged in regard to the attacks on 
women. Gov. Terrell will offer large re- 
wards for the assailants of the white wo- 


men and also for the leaders of the mob 
which attacked negroes. 

Over $10,000 has been raised for the fam- 
ilies of those killed in the riots. The ne- 
groes seem to be co-operating with the 
whites in the effort to restore good feeling 
between the races. 


REVOLT IN ECUADOR. 


Plot to Overthrow Alfaro—Rebels Said 
to Have Captured a City. 


GUAYAQUIL, Sept. 26.—The Govern- 
ment has discovered a conspiracy to over- 
throw President Alfaro. 

It is rumored that the rebels yesterday 
captured the City of Guaranda, capital 
of the Province of Bolivar, but the report 
is officially denied. 

A number of arrests have been made in 
different parts of the Re ‘1blic. 

The revolution is sai to have been 
planned by the partisans of Gen. Plaza, 
ex-President of Ecuador, who was Min- 
ister to the United States until recalled | 
to Ecuador by President Garcia, the} 
predecessor of President Alfaro, and the 
followers of ex-President Garcia.

LAWSON PURDY ON TAXATION. 


He Says.in Speech Lot Speculation Is 
Injuring New York. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—Lawson Purdy of 
New York delivered an address on taxa- 
tion at the meeting of the League of 
American Municipalities to-day, in which 
he said that half the lots in New York 
City and other large municipalities wero 
not put to their best use because of the 
low rate of taxation on land values. 

This system, he said. fostered holding 
land out of use for speculation, and the 
result was that worn-out wooden build- 
ings were left on lots which ought to be 
improved with modern office buildings or 
lofts, and tumble-down tenements were 
Seen on sites needed for factories, while 
some lots were left entirely vacant that 
were needed for stores, factories, or dwell- 
ings. In the suburbs were hundreds of 
acres of unused land which ought to be 
used for gardens. A system of taxation 
which fostered these evils was responsible 
also for the slums. 

Mr. Purdy concluded by saying: 

“An honest and intelligent assessment 
of real estate for five years would add 
to the wealth of the country hundreds of 


millions of dollars and improve the con- 
ditions of life for all our citizens. And to 
get it is simple, easy, and in obedience to 
existing law.”’

The Speaker Hints We Ought to Go 
Slow In Annexing Cuba. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Sept. 26.—‘* Demo- 
crats who claim President Roosevelt Is 
the best Democrat that ever sat in the 
White House are like the devil when he 
offered Christ all the kingdoms of earth 
if the Saviour would do his bidding,” said 
Speaker Joseph G. Cannon to-day in an 
interview.

who have bought or stolen the livery of 
the party organization are holding aloft 


before it new and strange banners in- 
scribed with devices calculated to allure 
the thoughtless, the distrustful, the prej- 
udiced, and the discontented. 

‘‘From a party which formerly adhered, 
and many of the rank and ffle of which 
yet adhere, to known policies and fixed 
principles of government it has been led 
or degenerated into an aggregation of 
men, ideas, and methods without cohesion 
or an approved leadership—a mere party 
of opposition to existing conditions, ready 
to decry what has been accomplished, 
criticise what is attempted, and seize upon 
the latest popular idea or vote-catching 
device as its watchword with which to 
wage a campaign and for the achievement 
of enormous responsibilities and exacting 
duties of administering the affairs of this 
great State. 

‘Why should there be a change? Why 
should substance be_ relinquished for 
shadow? Why should suspicion supplant 
judgment? Why should achievement and 
performance by a _ responsive, coherent, 
and cohesive party be exchanged for the- 
ory and promise by an incoherent party, 
irresponsive to the great principles for 
hints Democracy once stood and so lack- 
ing in cohesion that they are unable to 
agree among themselves as to what policy 
shall be adopted? 

“The revelations of the past year, both 
here and elsewhere, have at times shoeked 
even the thoughtful and clear-headed, but 
the investigations which revealed those 
conditions were both needed and salutary, 
and I am proud of my membership in a 
party both great enough and _ honest 
enough to have addressed itself to them 
with thoroughness and fearlessness. 

‘‘Tt is pre-eminently a time for coolness, 
caution, and judgment, and_it is upon 
those that the Republican Party relies 
now, as it alwavs has.” 

After the applause had ceased Mr. 
Armstrong called for the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions, and Gen. 
Stewart L. Woodford read the platform. 
When he came to the end and _ said, 
“ Sixteenth and last,”” he did so with such 
emphasis on the. final word that there 
was a loud laugh. Cheering followed the 
reading of the platform and it was adopt- 
ed unanimously. : 

Senator Raines then put in a resolution } 
to the effect that the Secretary be allowed 
to cast one vote if there was only one} 
nomination for each office. This fore- 
shadowed what was to come. It was 12:30} 
when Mr. Armstrong asked for nomina- 
tions, 

He interrupted himself to announce the 
meeting of the State Committee, and two 
minutes later Job Hedges of New York 
rose’ to put the name of Charles E. 
Hughes before the convention. 


Hedges Amuses the Delegates. 
Mr. Hedges made a speech that kept the 
delegates in a roar of laughter. He be- 
gan by saying that the course of nature 


was ever the same. 

“The sun that rises here to-day,’’ he 
said, “will set in Buffalo and envelop 
that city in a degree of gloom that even 
a Democratic platform cannot describe. 
And unless I am mistaken the Democratic 
platform will be made up of what wasn’t, 
what isn’t, and what never will be. I am 
told that a telegram has been received 
from Buffalo stating that if brute force 
prevails there will be a declaration of 
principles. All contestants have been 
seated, and it remains for us here to un- 
seat that convention. 

‘“We nominate members of our own 
party at a Republican Convention. We | 
never get mixed on what we are and what 
we claim to be. We are going to add to 
sur record for doing things by the actual 


Mr. Hedges paid his respects to Mr. 
Armstrong, saving that it was fitting that 
he should preside at a coonvention which 
to name a man he was so well ac-

The cheering continued, for almost a min- 
ute and wound up with three cheers from 
the New York delegation, led by Chair- 
man Parsons, evidently the most jubilant 
man in the hall. 

Hendricks Not Enthuslastic. 


Not twenty-five feet away from the 
speaker was one man who did not rise. 
He had sat unsmiling through all of 
Hedges’s speech, and his face remained 
immobile through the cheering. He was 
Francis Hendricks, former State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance and leader of Onon- 
daga County. 

Som that moment things happened 
rapidly. Mr. Hedges concluded his speech 
in a few minutes. Senator Tully, who 
was a member of the insurance nvesti- 
gating committee, seconded the somene. 
tion, as did William A. Prendergast 0 
Kings. 


Senator Tully said: 
“J wish the delegation to this conveén- 


tion could know Charles BD, Hughes in 
the same way that those of us who 
served with him came to know him, and 
I predict that the same splendid enersy, 
the same unfaltering ability to work an 
erform the duty in hand, the same un- 
linching and independent integrity, and 
the same unwillingness to be deviated an 
inch or a fraction of an inch from the 
course that he saw in front of him, will 
make him one of the best, one of the 
ablest, one of the most popular chief ex- 
ecutives we will ever have.” 

Senator Raines rose and suggested 
that the Secretary be instructed to cast 
one vote for the entire convention, and in 
a few minutes Mr. Hughes's nomination 
had been made regular, and Chairman 
Armstrong said: 

“You have named the next Governor of 
this State, Charles DB. Hughes.” 

More applause followed. When it had 
subsided Mr. Parsons rose and was called 
to the platform. He said he feared that 
the New York City men wouldn’t be noted 
for their modesty when the suggestions 
to be made were all in. Then he put in 
nomination the name of M. Linn Bruce 
for Lieutenant Governor, and returned to 
his seat while the delegates repeated the 
performance ney had gone through at 
the mention of Mr. Hughes’s name, 


Says Bruce Merited First Place. 

Mr. Sanderson of Delaware seconded the 
nomination, recalling that both Mr. 
Hughes and Mr. Bruce had lived in his 
county. Senator Horace White followed 
him and said that Mr. Bruce was “worthy 
to occupy the chair of the Chief HDxecu- 


tive at Albany.” 
Hs made a motion that the Secretary 


cast one vote for the convention, and as 


soon as this had been done James 8. 
Sherman of Oneida rus’ied through the 
rest of the ticket by suggesting that, to 
avoid delay, the Secretary cast one vote 
for John F. O’Brien for Secretary of 
State, John Wallenmeyer, Jr., of Erie for 
Treasurer, Martin E. Lewis of Monroe 
for Controller, Julius Mayer of New York 
for Attorney General, and Henry Van 
Alstyne for State Engineer and Surveyor. 
In five minutes the whole ticket had been 
nominated. : 

The delegates began leaving the hall in 
droves and made such a noise that Mr. 
Armstrong had to rar several times for 
order that the business of the convention 
might be conoluded. When a degree of 
quiet was obtained, he read a telegram 
trom Mr. Hughes to’Senator Page. 

The telegram follows: 

“If I am nominated and you think it 
advisable, present the following to the 
convention: I thank you for your confi- 
dence. The Republican Party has been 
called to defend the honor of the State 
and to represent the common sense of the 
people, and the cause of decent Govern- 
ment. I shall accept the nomination 
without pledge other than to do my duty 
according to my conscience. If elected 
it will be my ambition to give the State a 
sane, efficient, and honorable adminis- 
tration, free from taint or bossism or of 
servitude to any private interest. A 
united party making an appeal to good 
citizenship must win.” 

Some details regarding the formation ef 
the new State Committee were disposed of, 
and the hall was over half empty when 
Mr. Armstrong read a telegram from 
Buffalo saying that Mr. Jerome had an- 
nounced his intention of stumping the 
State for the Republican candidate if a 
aoe man was named. There was much 
applause. 

Reuben L. Fox then rea‘ the roll. of the 
new State Committee, which was to meet 
cn the platform immediately after the 
convention was ended. There were not 
500 persons in the hall at that moment, 
and many delegates were back at the 
hotels packing their grips. 

Mr. Armstrong dropped the gavel on the 
table at 1:26, the band struck up the Na- 
tional air, and the Republican State Con- 
vention of 1906 became a matter of his- 
tory.

“Well,” sald Woodruff, ‘‘ we'll let it} 
atand just that way then; we won't have | 
any Executive Committee. The chair will | 
call upon any member for advice as he | 
gees fit.’’

Barnes, Aldridge, Hendricks, Murray, and | 
Odell the prestige which would have been! 
added by membership on the Executive | 
Committee, but they appeared to be think- | 
{ng of what Oyster Bay had just done to 
them rather than of the loss of thelr | 
crumb of power that went with the Ex- | 
ecutive Committee. Barnes of Albany, | 
however, had declared earlier in the day} 
that he favored the plan. 

Some of the members fell to commenting | 
upon the strange spectacle of Woodruff | 
running Hughes’s campaign, in view of | 
Woodruff’s effort to have the insurance} 
legislation amended. They refrained from 
comment for five minutes to create the} 
office of Assistant Secretary of the State 
Committee. To it Ray B. Smith of Onon- 
daga was elected. 

Lafayette B. Gleason of Delaware had 
already been elected to succeed Reuben 
L. Fox of Otsego as Secretary. The elec- 
tion of Horace G. Tennant of Schoharie 
Court House, in the Twenty-fourth Dis- 
trict, (Fox’s own,) made the continuation 
of Fox as Secretary almost out of the 
question. Moreover, Gleason was also 
from Fox's State Committee district. 
The retirement of Fox comes after years 
of service as Secretary. ‘ 

That Chairman Woodruff has some 
Gefinite ideas about how the committee's 
affairs and the campaign should be run 
developed within a minute after he had 
assumed the Chairmanship. In addition 
to his and Fassett’s idea of abolishing 
the Executive Committee and creating 
the office of Assistant Secretary he im- 
mediately advocated the removal of the 
State Committee headquarters from the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, where it has been 
for more than a quarter of a century. 
It would be cheaper, and also advisable 
from the point of comfort, he argued, 
to rent a house adjacent to the Fifth 
Avenue. 

There is some truth in the statement 
that the Republican‘ organization will 
be hard pressed for funds this campaign. 
Already the new Chairman is thinking 
of retrenchment, except so far as it re- 
lates to the creation of an office for the 
Assistant Secretary of the committee. 
Ray B. Smith is a protégé of Francis 
Hendricks. 

It was left to the new Chairman to ap- 
point a Treasurer. His very brief speech 
of acceptance was punctuated by the sen- 
tence ‘‘ We are here for business.” 

Of the thirty-eight .members of the 
committee that held office from April 12, 
1904, till to-day twenty-six were re-elect- 
ed. The fewest changes took place, 
course, up the State, and the greatest 
number in New York County. Of those 
who held membership from there only 
Murray, Halpin, and Ten Eyck were re- 
elected.

an iniquisftorial finger through bulky ledg- 
ers and books of account, bringing out 
sensation after sensation that shook the 
| great insurance companies to their found- 
ations, but all the time driving right 
ahead toward his principal objective, This 
Was to teach the people of New York what 
the old insurance system meant in a mdan- 
ner so convincing that no consideration, 
whether personal or political or financtal, 
could induce the Legislature to refuse to 
enact a new system of insurance laws 
which would put a great business upon a 
new and saner and fairer basis and re- 
store to it the confidence of the American 
public. 





How He Folled the Lobby. 


In time the insurance bills in their com- 
pleted form were before the Legislature, 
backed by a report of the investigating 
committee which was pronounced a mas- 
terpiece among volumes of its kind. 
Charles EB. Hughes had had the dominant 
hand in shaping the report. Through it 
he had intended to present the facts elic- 
ited in the taking of testimony in such 
form that no substantial basis would be 
left for opposing the legislation he needed. 
Recognizing the accomplishment, the in- 
surance companies made little or no effort 
to oppose the bills. Mr. Hughes had edu- 
cated the people too thoroughly. 

One day, however, a lobby appeared, and 
a vital section—that providing for the pub- 
lication of the Hstgs of policy holders—was 
stricken out by a recrudescence of the old 
insurance ring in the Senate, It was the 
day after the earthquake at San Francis- 
co, and the newspapers were devoting 
pages to that disaster as against para- 
graphs for other news. But Mr. Hughes 
spoke out again, and in twenty-four hours 
Gov. Higgins bad felt the storm of protest 
that arose from all over the State suffi- 
ciently to call a caucus of the Republicans 
in the Benate to restore the bill to its 
original shape. 

These things are recounted here briefly 
because they may be interesting to any 
one who has heard people say of the 
present political situation, as Andrew 
Fields did of the insurance situation a 
year ago: 

“This man Hughes I don’t know about.” 


Some Inside Insurance History. 

There is a little inside history of the 
| insurance investigating committee which 
is also not without its bearing upon the 
question of how Mr. Hughes, as Gov- 
érnor, would get along with various 
crafty politicians. The story goes, and 
it has pretty good authority, that there 
Was a stage in the investigation when a 
majority of the committee was unprepared 
to probe further into the inner workings 
of the politico-insurance machine. There 
was a prolonged discussion under the 
guise of determining the sequence of 
topics which the committee should con- 
sider—never a word, of course, about 
limiting the scope of the inquiry. The 
thing, at last, had gone far enough to 
make further taiking useless. 

“Very well, gentlemen,” said Mr. 
Hughes tn effect, ‘‘ you may go ahead as 
you wish. I will withdraw at this point 


and explain to the newspapers the rea- 
sons for my withdrawal.’ 

At its next sitting the insurance com- 
mittee proceeded to “hew straight to 


He Is a Minister's Son. 


Born in 1862, the son of a Baptist min- 
j ister, Hughes taught school after his 
| graduation from Brown University in 
1881 until he could complete his law edu- 
eation. For the first three or four years 
of his practice he taught in night schools, 
and in 1891 he accepted a chair in the 
Cornell University Law Schoo}, tn’ which 
he continued for two years. After his re- 
turn to the practice of law, in 18938, he 
still occupied the post of special lecturer 
in the Cornell and Columbia Law Schoolg 
for a time. 

So, when Senator Stevens suggested Mr. 
Hughes as counsel for the legislative com- 
mittee that investigated the 80-cent gas 
question in the Winter of 1905 it was ap- 
parently a scholar, rather than a man 
of affairs in the ordinary sense of that 
word, whom he brought up for considera- 
tion. The gas investigation demonstrated 


that Mr. Hughes possessed a rare ability ; 


to examine witnesses upon the basis of 
figures, dug out moment by moment from 
various books of accounts. 

But his part in the fight for 80-cent 
gas was subordinated to that of the 
political leaders of the movement, and it 
remained for the insurance inquiry to 
bring out what was actually in the man. 
The insurance fight made him canny, 
so that when it was over he passed as 
a pretty good judge of political and leg- 
islative counterfeits, whether they were 
in the form of gold bricks or lead quar- 
ters.

SPEAKS AT COLUMBIA 


Dr. Schumacher Will Fill the Chair 
of German History There. 


INVITED GUESTS HEAR HIM 


The New Professor Tells of the Ways 
in Which Germany and America 
Can Supplement Each Other. 


The exercises marking the opening of 
Columbia University’s one hundred and 
fifty-third academic year, which were held 
in. the gymnasium yesterday afternoon, 
were of more than usual interest because 
of the appearance at the university of the 
first Kaiser Wilhelm Professor of German 
History and Institutions. He is Dr. Her- 
mann Schumacher of the University of 
Bonn, where he filled the chair of Ordi- 
nary Professor of Political Science. His 
address outlined the attitude of intellect- 
ual Germany toward the Wnited States. 
Many prominent Germans living in New 
York were invited to attend the exercises. 
Among those present were Karl Buenz, 
German Consul General; Carl Gnelst, Con- 
sul, and Heinrich Conried, Rudolph Kepp- 
ler, Gustav Lindenthal, Gustav Schwab, 
Arthur yon Briesen, and Carl Herzog. The 
Procession of instructors, tutors, members 
of the Faculty of Columbia and allied in- 
stitutions, and the Trustees formed at the 
library and marched to the gymnasium. 

Before Prof. Schumacher was intro- 
duced, Prof. William H. Burr, the head 
of Columbia's civil engineering depart- 
ment, delivered an address. He traced 
the gradual broadening of the function

Adopts Code of Procedure. 


CHECK ON USE BY NEUTRALS 


But Latter Needn’t Catch Messages 
Crossing Their Territory — Ban 
on Hidden Mines at Sea. 


GHENT, Belgium, Sept. 26.—The Insti- 
tute of International Law held its closing 
|session here to-day. The following arti- 
|cles relative to wireless telegraphy were 
voted: 

The regulations governing wireless 
telegraphy in time of peace are applica- 
ble in principle In time of war. Belliger- 
} ents may prevent the transmission of 
| Hertzian waves by a neutral state over 
the high seas within the sphere of their 
military operations. 

All persons taken prisoner while receiv- 
ing or transmitting wireless messages 
from belligerent territory or between 
different sections of a belligerent army 
are not to be considered spies, but are 
to be treated as prisoners of war, unless 
thelr operations were carried on under 
false pretenses. 

Carriers of dispatches received by wire- 
less who make use of concealment or 
ruse in their work will be regarded as 
spies. 

Neutral ships and balloons proved to 
have been used to furnish an adversary 
with information helpful in the conduct 
of hostilities may be removed from the 
zone of hostilities and the wireless ap- 
paratus on board seized and sequestrated. 

A neutral State is not obliged to pre- 
‘vent the passage across its territory of 
Hertzian waves destined to a country at 
war. A neutral State has the right to 
close or take over the wireless telegraphy 
station of a belligerent operated in its 
territory. Every prohibition in the mat- 
ter of wireless communication made by 
belligerents must at once be communi- 
eated to neutral Governments. 

In the matter of submarine mines and 
automatic torpedoes the following pro- 
visions were passed: ' 

It is forbidden to place fixed or hidden 
mines in the open sea. Belligerents may 
place mines within their own waters and 
the waters of the enemy, with the excep- 
tion of floating mines, or fixed mines 
liable to break loose and be a menace to 
navigation in waters not belonging to 
belligerents. The foregoing regulation 


applies to neutral States wishing to place 
mines in their own waters to prevent the 
violation of neutrality, but neutral States 
cannot place such mines in the neighbor- 
hood of straits leading to the open sea. 
A belligerent, as well as a neutral State, 
must give due notification of the plac- 
ing of mines. Any State —— the 
foregoing regulations will be held liable.

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YALE FREE OF FLOATING DEBT 


Despite a Credit Balance, However, It | 
Is Hampered for Lack of Funds. 


NEW HAVEN, 6&ept. 26.—Yale Univer- 
sity is free of floating debt, according to 
the annual report made public to-day by 
Treasurer Lee McClung, and for the 
eleven months covered by his report the 
university has a credit balance of $62,000, 
as against an adverse balance existing for 
several years. 

The gifts for the year approximate 
$2,000,000. They have already been an- | 
nounced. The total income to the univer- |

THE UPPER BERTH. 

One of our contemporaries gives ut- 
terance to the bitter cry of a returning 
summerer against one of the railroads 
for its barbarity. Coming from Canada, 
we will say, he found himself too late 
to secure a lower berth, and, in spite 
of his tearful entreaties, was con- 
signed to an upper. On or near his 
arrival in New York he discovered that 
a sleeper next following his own had 
been accompanying him all or nearly 
all the way with half its lower berths 
filled with emptiness. This he thinks a 
shame. 

It is easy to laugh at him, but many 
there be who will deeply sympathize 
with htm. Some philosophers main- 
tain that, when once you are in it, the 
upper berth is preferable to the lower, 
by reason of the comparative purity 
of the atmosphere at that altitude. 
But’ we have not met one of those 
philosophers who would not choose the 
lower berth if he had his choice. It 
takes an athlete to scale and descend 
those giddy heights, even with the 
aid of the porter and his stepladder. 
The ascent and descent give a sense 
of adventurous mountaineering, and 
affright the aged and infirm. But the 
dressing and undressing are the chief 
ordeals to which the upper berther is 
subjected. The voyager below can and 
does make shift to help himself at 
critical stages of these processes by 
getting a foothold on the floor. But 
to fit one’s self for a comfortable 
rest at night, still more to fit one’s 
self for reappearance in mixed society in 
the morning, within the compass of an 
upper berth, is a truly fearful thing. | 
The vista of wildly waving and help- 
less “forelegs” which he may see 
down the aisle and up in the air in 
the morning may make the unthinking 
traveler laugh, but it makes the 
judicious traveler grieve. 

The question, Why any upper berths 
at all? is obvious, but to the railroad 
man not more obvious than the answer, 
It pays. The ordinary “sleeper” is 
in its way a miracle of compactness 
and ingenuity, even of comfort and 
luxury, when one considers that it has 
to be accommodated to a track founda- 
tion of less than five feet wide. But | 
lit bears the traces of its evolution 
|from the canalboat as distinctly as 
| the European ‘sleeping’ shows its 
derivation from the diligence. The 
|}upper berth is a relic of the canal 
packet, in which our grandparents 
made the journey from the Hudson to 
Lake Erie. The double tier of berths 
was an almost indispensable require- 
ment ,.of the canal packet. It by no 
means follows that it is an indis- 
|pensable requirement of the sleeping 
| car. It is only a question of putting 
on more sleepers. It is only at seasons 
| like this, when the refluent tide of 
Summer holiday makers sweeps town- 
| ward, that the upper berths are fully 
;occupied, Except under such a stress 
| most travelers will delay thefr journey 
a train or a day rather than to 
take the upper ,berths, from which 
they shrink affrighted. A distinction 
of classes at once ensues, none-the less 
easy to bear because it is founded on 
}mere luck of priority. The upper 
| sleeper hates and envies the lower, who 
in turn looks down upon him morally 
even while looking up to him physically, 
| and also resenting him as taking up | 
room which might be occupied to his! 
own comfort by his luggage and his | 
day clothes. . 

It must be owned that Western rail- 





for 
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roading is in these matters further ad- 
vanced than Eastern. On the roads 
running to the “one-night stands” out 
of Chicago, for example, the competi- 
tion is so keen as to induce the rail- 
roads to attract passengers by such 
devices, among others, as that of the 
““compartment car,” where comfort 
‘and privacy can be had at no greater 
cost than that of discomfort and 
gregariousness on the Eastern monopo- 
lies. The best thing to be done with 
the upper berth, from the point of 
‘view of the traveling public, would be 
to reform it altogether. But a moderate 
measure of reform would be at least 
to charge less for it than for the lower, 
since {t is so obviously hess desirable. 
Possibly legislation might be ad- 
yantageously invoked to this extent. 


MR. ROOT’S MISSION. 

Doubtless the chief single triumph of 
Mr. Roor’s oircumnavigation of South 
America has been his last appearance. 
This was his visit to the Republic of 
Colombla. The Colombians believe, and 
with much plausibility maintain, that 
they have been very {ll-treated by the 
United States, which has assumed 
“eminent domain” over the territory 
of thelr sovereignty in the name of 
civilization. They resent this, and they 
particularly resent the share of the 
State Department in it. To be sure, 
their resentment does not and can not 
extend to Mr. Roor personally. But, 
nevertheless, it was a diplomatic 
triumph on both sides, for which, 
doubtless, our Minister to Colombia 
should bave much of the credit, to ar- 
range and carry out a visit by the 
American Secretary of State which 
should pass off without any disagree- 
able incident or sign of international 
tension. 

How much good Mr. Roort’s mission 
has done we must wait for time to 
tell. One great good it has unques- 
tionably done. That is to enable Mr. 
Roor himself to verify or reinforce his 
own antecedent tmpressions of Latin 
American political and social condi- 
tions by actual observation. His coun- 
try cannot fail te profit by the inves- 
tigations of a very alert and clear 
mind so long as he remains at the 
head of the State Department, and quite 
possibly for much longer. As to any 
increased intimacy of intercourse and 
knowledge among the nations concerned 
we cannot cherish any high hopes, de- 
sirable as that object may be. Such 
association can come only through com-~ 
merce. So long as we insist that we 
will have no other commérce with the 
South American republics than we can- 
not possibly help, and_ refuse to let 
down a single bar of our tariff to 
facilitate the admission of their goods, 
so long they will be forced to do their 
trading with more intelligent cus- 
tomers, 


The most encouraging feature in the 
developments tn Atlanta fs the fact 
that leading citizens of the two races 
are conferring and co-operating in the 
restoration of peace and order. It is 
at the instance of two negro lawyers 
that the Chief of Police has closed 
negro restaurants and forbidden the 
congregation of negroes tn the streets, 
and prominent negroes, in conference 
with whites, have approved the dis- 
arming of negroes, while the pastors 
of the negro churches have united in 
an appeal to their people to assist and 
not to resist the polfoe and militia in 
preserving the peace, Such steps not 
only prove that the mad spirit of vio- 
lence which has been shown in Atlan- 
ta, with such horrible results, is not 
general in either race, but indicate an 
extent and depth of good feeling be- 
tween the same sort of people in each 
which augurs well for the future,

Some Complications of Simplified and 
Phonetic Spelling. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

G. Bernard Shaw has come out against 
shortened in favor of phonetic spelling: 
also against our present alphabet, which 
cannot be used phonetically without a lot 


| of diacritical marks—confusing even to 


scholars and impossible toward simplify- 
ing English for foreigners or children. I 
agree with him and will suggest a remedy, 
but meanwhile how should we spell or 
Pronounce “ New York"? 

A painstaking reading clerk of a pop- 
ular legislative body calls it ‘‘ Noo Yahk.” 
The Washington newsboys sing out “Knee 
Yawk Papahs.” A distinguished sub-dep- 
uty assistant M. O. L. leader from Elmira 
yells “N’Yahk.” Some Irish, more or 
less, gentlemen rol] the name to “ Niew 
Yarrrk” or “ Niew Yorrrk,” the Bowery 
says ““Niew Yahk.” Heaven knows how 
many other variations there may be. And 
so it is with nine-tenths of all the words 
in the language. Where are we at, any- 
way? 

IT really believe the phonetic spelling of 
every word in a pronunciation directed 
by the best usage of educated persons 
would improve the general speech, raise 
Mile-End to Oxford as it were. 

But our alphabet is insufficient. How 
many sounds are given to our vowels? 
The Indian Government (of Hindustan, 1 
mean) long ago decreed a transliteration 
of Indian names, and they wers, and are 
to-day, very puzzling with a whole lot of 
diacritical marks. The time-honored Cal- 
cutta ig now officially ‘‘ Kalk&ta,”” and 
that’s really wrong, for the natives al- 
ways give the accent on the first syllable 
“ Kulkata.” My birthplace, historically 
known in connection with Hyder AH, 
Tippo Sahib, and the Duke of Wellington, 
as “‘ Bangalore,” te now officially “ Ben- 
galur.” Rot! Rot!! Rot!t! 

Why not adopt the Tami! alphabet? It 
is phonetic, absolutely comprehensive of 
every sound, beautiful in fts geometrical 
accuracy.

Norodny Asks Americans to Help 
in Campaign of Education. 


WILL SEEK BRYAN’S AID 


Sent Here by Military Party to Obtain 
Support In a Plea for Peace 
and a New Government. 


Ivan Ivanovitch Norodny, the head of 
the Russian Liberty Organization, who 
left Russia three weeks ago on a secret 
mission, arrived in New York on Tuesday 
night on the Anchor liner Astoria. 

“Now that I am on free soil,” he said 
yesterday, “I can say what my mission 
is. I have been sent here by the Russian 
Military Party to represent 150,000,000 of 
people in an appeal to the world for a 
Petition to the Czar asking for peace 
and for a new form of government. 

“ Hitherto all our petitions to the Czar 
have been destroyed by those who sur- 
rounded him, so that he has no {dea of 
what the people’s complaints are. Inter- 
national courtesy requires, however, that 
&@ petition signed by the peoples of coun- 
tries other than Russia be put into the 
Czar’s own hands. 4 

“To America we look for a larger part 
of the support in this new move, which 
was suggested to our party by the Czar- 
Ina’s secretary. It has been shown con- 
clusively that it avails nothing to wage 
a war of blood upon the Czar. We hare 
decided to declare upon the Czar a war of 
education and of moral suasion. The Rus- 
sion peasant finally knows that only uy 
education can he attain to self-govern- 
ment, and now he hungers for knowledge 
and for teachers. We require nothing 
from the American people but sympathy 
and moral support.’ 

Mr. Norodny will seek the support of 
Congressman John Sharp Williams and 
William J. Bryen, and will organize clubs 
in many of the large cities. The members 
of the associations. will obtain signatures 
to the petition Mr. Norodny has in mind. 

Mr. Norodny Is a friend of Maxim Gor- 
ky. Norodny's wife and children were 
killed by Cossacks at Riga a year ago.

Henry B. Irving, a son of the late Sir 
Henry Irving, arrived last night on the 
Majestic with his wife and leading wo- 
man, who is known on the stage as 
Dorothea Baird. He came, as hts father 
did before him, with a full company, and 
the scenery used in his English produc- 
tions. This is Mr. Irving’s first visit to 
this country. 

The young man looks very much as his 
father, Sir Henry, did, although ‘he is not 
quite so tall and does not wear such long 
hair. He has not many of his father’s 
mannerisms. It is a matter of personal 
pride with him to avoid everything that 
might be thought an imitation of his 
father, because, as he says, it would be 

| disrespectful to play the part of mimic. 

Mr, Irving will play in New York for a 
| month and tour the country until Febru- 
jary. He was not prepared to make any 
| general remarks about his impressions of 
} America when he disembarked. After he 
| had been driven to the Hotel Astor he did 
say that it was an amazingly illuminated 
city, and that it looked like the sort of 
| place where popular approval would be 
worth the while. 

“It ig a very old question,” he contin- 
ued, “ whether it is an advantage to be 
the son of a distinguished father. People 
are very apt to expect even more of you 
than they did of the father, and the crit- 
ics who pay for their. seats—I mean the 
theatregoers who make or break yod by 
their appreciation or displeasure—have a 
woman's intuition as to whether you are 
imitating some one else’s conception of a 
part or whether, under the tuition of one 
they approved, you are giving them your 
own. individuality in the make believe, or 
living the life of the character you repre- 
sent. 

“T am not attempting to trade on the 
reputation and the kindly reception of my 
father by the American theatregoing pub- 
lic.

*T have also acted in London under the 
direction of an American manager, 
Charles Frohman, so you see, with cer- 
tain American ideas gained from my 
father, and my other American notions, 

ained from a semi-American experience 
n London, I do not feel altogether a 
stranger here. I have no doubt at all of 
the success of the play in which I shall 
make my premiere. 

“If I can but please you by my inter- 
pretation of Malatesta in Mr. Phillips's 
play, I shall be satisfied.

The shift will be 
determined by remeasuring and triangu- 
lation across the fault on land and out to 
the Farallones Islands. ‘This work Is be- 
ing done at the request of the California 
Earthquake Commission.

CITY BANK ENGAGES GOLD. 


Obtains $2,000,000 More In Europe— 
London Waits for Shaw. 


The National City Bank announced fur- 
ther engagements of gold abroad yester- 
day to the amount of $2,000,000. Where 
the gold was obtained was not divulged, 
but it is known that the City Bank has 
been obliged to go outside of the London 
and Paris markets. 

Berlin and Amsterdam are two other 
European cities that have helped swell 
the total of the gold engaged for New 
York since the present movement began. 
The Sub-Treasury paid yesterday, against 
gold imports, $2,047,000 to the City Bank, 


and received from that institution rede- 
posits of $485,000. . 


Special Cable to THE New YORK Tres. 
LONDON, Sept. 26.—Both the money 
and stock markets are waiting to see 
what Secretary Shaw will do with ref- 


erence to the New York monetary posi- 
tion. They are convinced that money 
rates and the prices of securities in the 
near future will be largely determined b 
the character of the American deman 
for gold in this market, and they belicve 
that unless Mr. Shaw intervenes quict 
and effectively the demand will again 
become large and- imperative. 

For the moment, it is thought, the gold 
seekers have been halted by the barrier 
thrown up by the Bank of England, but it 
is feared that the situation in New York 
will resenty become s0 serious that, if 
Mr. Shaw does not give adequate relief, 
the Bank's barrier will be swept asitle 
and large sums in gold will be obtained 
for shipment to New York. 

It is understood here that Mr. Shaw 
is holding off on account of political con- 
siderations, not wishing to be represented 
as assisting speculative inflation. 

“But éven here,” The Times remarks, 
“there is a body of well-informed opin- 
ion worthy of the highest respect which 
maintains that there is no speculative in- 
flaton in the prices of American railroad 
shares, and that the ices are justified 
by the present earnings and business 
prosperity and are only dangerous be- 
cause they ‘have reached a point at 
which the resources of New York are 
strained by having to finance such a 
mass of high-priced securities.” 

It is reported here that £300,000 in sov- 
ereigns will be shipped from Buenos 
Ayres to New York.

HITS BACK AT PEABODY 


Fell Gives Out a Letter Saying 
the McCurdy Men Were to Go. 


SAYS PEABODY APPROVED IT! 


Trustees Said to Have Been Told That 
Unwilling Agents Must Be Dealt 


with Severely Now. 


Herbert N. Fell, who was manager of 
one of the Mutual Life’s large 
agencies in this city until the McCurdy 
Trustees on the company’s Agency Com- 
mittee canceled his contract because he 
would not pledge himself to work for the 
administration ticket, fired back into the 
Peabody camp yesterday. He mace pub- 
lic a letter which he sent to an English 
policy holder of the company last Spring. 
Mr. Fell says this letter had President 
Peabody's express approval. 

The Englishman had written over here 
saying that the British public had lost 
faith entirely in Awerican 
of the insurance bvsiness. 
just about the time that 
President Dexter of the Mutual submitted 
his list, eliminating many old Trustees, to 
President Bernard N. Baker of the Mutnal 
Life Policy Holders’ Association, Mr. Fell 
prepared an answer to the Englishman. 
In it he said: 

I might state that all the present Trustees 
have been legislated out of office and an en- 
tire board will be elected by the policy holders 
on Nov. 15 (Dec. 18) next 
undoubtedly be composed of men of the highest 
type, who fully understand that the time is 
past when a Trustee is expected to lend his 
mame to a life insurance company without 
assuming full responsibility for its manage- 
ment. 

Personally I do not expect many of the old 
Trustees will seek re-election. I make this 
statement because I believe most of them will 
be glad to take this opportunity to get rid of 
responsibility which they 
Were assuming when they allowed the use of 
their names. Policy holders generally are de- 
termined to aesert thelr control, and if any of 
the companies should renominate all of their 
present Trustees, I believe they would fall of 
elaction. 

The agents are in sympathy with the policy 

. holders, from whose patronage they derive thoir 
support. They are independently organized 
all over the country; the New York Associa- 
tion received marked consideration at the pub- 
lic hearing of the present Legislature, and it 
ig generally understood that they will see to 
it that none but the best men are elected 
Trustees. 

Mr. Fell says he submitted his letter 
first to Vice President McClintock, who said 
that he wanted to show it to President 
Peabody, and then to Mr. Peabody him- 
self, who said that it met with his entire 
approval. To prove that Mr. Peabody was 
not displeased at the scheme of eliminat- 
ing the McCurdy men Mr. Fell yesterday 
showed a letter which he received from 
Ma Peabody on April 20, congratulating 
him on having won the contest among 
New York managers for paid-for busi- 
ness written in 1905. :

VICTIM’S BROTHER HELD 
IN “GULDENSUPPE” CASE 


Blood Stains in the Flat Where 
the Turks Lived. 


BOY SAW THE MISSING HEAD 


Ten-Year-Old Brother Says He Watched 
Tashjian, the Prisoner, Wrapping 
It In a ‘Newspaper. 


The west side's ‘‘ Guldensuppe "” murder 
| was, to the satisfaction of the police, 
cleared up yesterday when they arrested 
|for the crime Marhar Markarian, a Turk 
lof 426 Eleventh Avenue, who worked as 
a wood polisher and carver. His victim, 
the police feel certain, was his own 
brother, Aram Tashjian, whom he stabbed 
to death and then beheaded and dismem- 
bered between 7 o'clock and midnight 
Saturday night. The dead man’s torso 
was found the next day in an excavation 
| opposite the house, and parts of the legs 
and arms in a freight car near by. The 
| head and thighs are still missing. 

The names Markarian and Tashjian, the 
police were informed, were really the 
same, Markarian being the Armenian 
form. 
| Markarian dentes his guilt, but the po- 
lice declare that the evidence against him 
is strong enough to convict him easily. 
Threg witnesses testify to having heard 
the sounds of a struggle in the brothers’ 
room Saturday night, and one of them 





6 o'clock Sunday morning on his way back 
lto the house, probably returning for one 
of the bundles he had not yet disposed of. 
In addition, Levon Tashjian, a ten-year- 
old brother of the victim, says he saw 
Marhar wrapping the head up in a news- 


paper. 
Policeman Thomas McGowan of the 
| West Thirty-seventh Street Station heard 
| yesterday that some one had burned a 
mattress in the tenement at 426 Eleventh 
Avenue. He hurried to the house. 
Tenants told him that Markarian had 
been making a disagreeable odor by burn- 
ing something in his stove on the third 
floor. One look at the man’s room con- 
vinced the policeman that there had been 
a murder in the place. Although there 
had been an attempt to clean the rooms, 
there were still blood stains on the walls 
and floors and a search of the flat re- 
vealed sheets and pieces of clothing also 
stained with blood. This was early in tne 
afternoon, and not long after every de- 
tective in the precinct had been assigned 
to the case and had studied a photograph 
of Markarian’s family that was on the 
bureau. Then the sleuths posted them- 
selves so as to catch him when he came 


home. 
Policemen‘ Butler and McCarthy were 


standing on the corner of Tenth Avenue 
and Thirty-sixth Street about 7:30 o’clock, 
when a man came along whom Butler rec- 
ognized as one of those in the photo- 
graph. He stopped him and asked him 
where he was going. 

‘““My brother is in Egypt. Yes he is,” 
the man cried, as the policemen held his 
arm. Butler opened a bundle which he 
held under his arm and found in it a piece 
of yellow ollcloth. It is believed that he 
had bought it to replace the one in which 
the body had been found wrapped. 

Markarian was taken to the Weert Thir- 
ty-seventh Street Station. He refused to 
talk there except to say that he had not 
seen his brother since Thursday.

He was taken to Headquarters, 
He is a small man, but muscular and of 
about the same physique as Tashjian. 

Markarian and his brother Aram, with 
the little boy Levon, who is about 8 years 
old, were the sole occupants of a three- 
room flat. Their father died a year ago 


and their mother last month. The par- 
ents are said to have starved to death, 
the sons refusing to help them. The Lo 4 
anne pet look as if he had had enoug 

o eat. 

On Saturday night Markarian sent the 
boy to the street to play, and every time 
he came up stairs to go to bed he sent 
him out again. Levon came upstairs sev- 
eral times, but Marhar would not let him 
in till midnight. Then the poy went to 
bed, but he looked around before going 
to sleep, he says, and saw his brother 
wrapping Aram’s head in a newspaper. 
This story he told to the matron at the 
Thirty-sevanth Street Station. 

The police think the motive for the 
murder was robbery. The victim had 
over $800 in the New York Savings Bank, 
according to a bank book, and Marhar 
it is believed, hoped to get possession of 
this after putting him out of the way. 
Mahar has $250 In the bank, and he had 
$120 in cash when he was arrested. He 
works for John Haas, a furniture dealer 
at Park Avenue and 129th Street. Aram 
was employed by Iden & Campania of 
Fourteenth Street and University Place, 

Four witnesses, all of wnom iived on the 
same floor as the Turks, were examined 
by the police. They are T. J. Matthews 
and his wife, Mrs. Maria Harrington, and 
Mrs. Frances McGrath. They say that 
they heard the two brothers fighting 
about 8 o’clock on Saturday night, but 
that they thought nothing of it, as fights 
are not unusual tn the house., 

Mrs. Matthews, however, heard sounds 
later that she says aroused her suspi- 
cions. When she heard a door open she 
looked out and saw Markarian with a 
bundle under his arm, At 6 o’clock the 
next morning her husband looked out of 
the window Faust as the Turk came home. 
He is supposed to have gone to the 
freight yard with the newspaper bundle 
onaining the arms and legs of the vic- 

m. 

The witnesses were all interrogated at 
the station house by Inspector Walsh and 
Assistant District Attorney Cardozo. 
These officers refused to say anything 
except that they had obtained enough evi- 
dence to present the case to the Coroner 
lin the morning. Only the boy Levon 
lamong the witnesses was held. He was 
sent to the Gerry society. 

According to a@ man who knows Aram 
Tashjian, he came from a small town 
in Asia Minor, and when in his native 
country led the life of a hermit. His 
clothes and belongings were found in 
his room, packed in a suit case. The 
theory of the police is that he had in- 
; tended to go to Jerusalem, and that his 
brother killed him on the eve of his de- 
parture. The police are still hunting for 
the misses head, and they expect to 
find it to-day They say they have in- 
formation as to where it was hidden. 

A large crowd gathered in West Thir- 
ty-seventh Street in front of the police 
station as soon as the news leaked out 
that the police were on the track of the 
murderer. When the prisoner was led to 
the police station tenants of the near-by 
poases crowded the fire-escapes to see 

m.

ST. JAMES BUILDING SOLD. 


Transferred by Security Trust to Pitts- 
burg Concern for $3,150,000. 


The St. James Bullding, at the south- 
east corner of Broadway and Twenty- 
sixth Street, was transferred yesterday 
by the Security Trust and Life Company 
of Philadelphia to the Pittsburg Life and 
Trust Company for $3,150,000. Of this 
amount $1,359,000 is represented by a 
mortgage on the property. 

The St. James Building, a sixteen-story 
structure, was erected about ten years 
ago and standd on the site formerly occu- 
pied by the St. James Hotel. It covers a 
plot extending 94 feet on Broadway and 
109 feet on Twenty-sixth Street. 

It is said that the transfer of the prop- 
erty is incidental to the sale of the Se- 
curity Trust and Life Company of Phila- 
delphia to the Pittsburg Life and Trust 
Company, the real estate figuring as one 
of the assets of the former corporation. 


PRICE OF MILK RAISED. 


Increase Granted to Farmers and May 
Not Affect Householders. 


It was agreed at the meeting of the Con- 
solidated Milk Exchange yesterday that 
the wholesale dealers shall pay the farm- 
ers an additional quarter of one cent a; 
quart for their milk. This means that the/| 
price for a forty-quart can has been ad- | 
vanced from $1.51 to $1.61. 

The price to the retailers, however, ts 
not likely to be changed. It has been 8 
cents for many years and there is a 
strong disposition among the large houses 
to maintain it at that figure. S. J. Taylor, 
Vice President of the Borden Condensed 
Milk Company, said that the advance in 
the wholesale price is in the regular course 
of trade. - 

There {s an agitation among many of 
the retailers to advance the price of milk 
to households. Some were talking yester- 
day of 9 or even 10 cents as a price. The 
price will depend largely upon the action 
of the larger houses. The first rate to be 
affected, if there is a change, will be the 
five-cent rate on the east side. 

Joseph Laemmle, Secretary of the Con- 
solidated Milk Exchange, said yesterday 


that the rise in the price to the farmer 
was due in a great measure to the ex- 
pense to which he is now put by the de- 
mands of the health authorities. 


$300,000 FOR SCHOOLSHIP. 


Board of Education Wants It to Re- 
place the St. Mary’s. 


The Board of Education announced at 
its meeting yesterday that it wants a new 
ship to replace the schoolship St. Mary’s, 
which is fast becoming unseaworthy. It 
tried to induce the Navy Department to 
lend the cruiser Hartford, Farragut's old 
flagship, to the city for a schoolship, but 
it has been informed that the Government 
needs the vessel for the training of mid- 
shipmen. The board will ask the Board 
of Estimate to appropriate $300,000 from 
the bond account to build anew vessel. 

The board also took steps toward clear- 
ing up the part-time problem by consid- 
ering the establishment of intermediate 
schools throughout the city. An inter- 
mediate school receives the children from 
the four upper grades of all schools In the 
neighborhood, and thus sittings are pro- 
vided for part-time pupils. The idea is 
that there are always vacant seats in 
the upper class rooms, because there are 
not s0 many pupils on the registers. At 
Public School 62, at Hester, Hssex, and 
Norfolk Streets, which is one of these 
schools, the problem has practically been 
solved on the lower east side. President 
Winthrop was instructed to refer the 
matter to an appropriate committee. 

The board was notified by the Board of 


Estimate of the appropriation of $10,000 
for repairs and improvements in the Nor- 
mal College. 


Hearing on New Spelling In Schools, 
It was announced yesterday at the 
offices of the Board of Education that a 
public hearing on the question of in- 
troducing the system of simplified spell- 
ing into the schoqls will be held on 
Wednesday evening, Oct. 24. The Com- 
mittee on Studies and Text Books, to 
whom the matter has been referred by 


the Board of Hducation, will hold the 
hearing. Its recommendations will be in- 
fluenced by the arguments advanced at 
the meeting.
